COLORED SEED WHEAT 


)nly Best Selected Seed Wil! Produce 
the Best Grain—Loss Results 
from Sowing Poor Seed 

If seed wheat contains abnormal or 
liscolored kernels a first-class crop 
sannot be grown to maturity even un- 
ler ideal climatic conditions. Weather 
sonditions, such as prevailed in the 
yrairie provinces of Canada during the 
Narvest time of 1927, tended to bring 
about these abnormalities and discol- 
yrations in grain to a more marked 
extent than usual. 

Shrivelled, shrunken and pimpled or 
slistered wheat should be avoided, 
Shrivelled or shrunken kernels may be 
he result of badly rusted wheat or 
nay be indicative of the presence of a 
fungus within the seed, while frozen 
wheat has a pimpled or blistered seed 
soat. A mummified kernel which is 
white to gray in color is typical of 
he presence of a very serious and 
lestructive fungus disease. 

Discoloration, such as green, pink 
and black, are also very common

The counter-parasites, according to 
FE. R. Buckle, provincial entomologist 
at Vernon, will be obtained from 
Wenatchee, Wash., the United States 
government having offered to co- 
operate fully with the British Colum- 
bia authorities. Parasites inimical 


to the codling moth and earwig have | 
done effective work in the past, al-| 


though they have to be handled with 


a great deal more care because of the} 


danger of introducing secondary pests 
with them. 

Unless the codling moth is sup- 
pressed, growers fear that {it may 
bring about destruction as extensive 
as in the state of Washington, where 
losses due to the activity of this pest 
were $5,000,000 in 1926. Eight hun- 
dred carloads of apples were classi- 
fied as culls in the Yakima district

Ephesians | 


Explanations and Comments 


I. The Triumph Of Love Over 
| Pride, verses 22, 23.—When Jesus 
reached the western shore of the lake, 
; after the events of our last lesson, 
Jairus, a ruler of the synagogue (per- 
haps of the one which had been built 
by the centurion of Luke 77.5) came 
to him and fell at his feet in supplica- 
tion. “My little daughter (an only 
child, Luke 8.42), is at the point of 
death; I pray Thee, that Thou come 
and lay Thy hands on her, that she 
may be made whole, and live.’’ The 
ruler was a proud Pharisee, and we 
have seen how bitterly hostile to 
Jesus the majority of the Pharisees 
had become by this time. No thought 
of what others said about Jesus de- 
terred Jairus from seeking Him, ana 
no thought of his own station held him 
back from throwing himself in an at- 
titude of worship at the feet of the 
Rabbi. There was no act of homage 
he would not render if only his be- 
loved child might be restored to him. 

Il, The Triumph Of Faith, verses 
24-34.—-Jesus assented to the ruler'’s 
urgent request, and was on His way 
with him to his home, followed by a 
great crowd of people, when an inter- 
ruption came. There was a woman in 
the throng who had been ill for twelve 
years and had spent all her money 
on physicians, under whoso treat- 
ment she had suffered much, but had 
grown worse rather than better. This 
jrecalls the ancient Jewish saying 
that “Even the best of doctors de- 
serves Gehenna,” This woman push- 
ed herself forward and touched the 
garment of Jesus in the belief that 
the touch would cure her, | 

“If I touch but his garments, I shall 
be made whole,” the woman said to 
herself. “Daughter, they faith hath 
made thee whole; go in peace, and be 
whole of thy plague,” were the com- | 
forting words the woman heard,

woman, there came a messenger from | 
the ruler's house who said to the 
ruler, “Thy daughter is dead; why |
